WASHINGTON | A 12-year-old girl who was 
among the first to be sued by the record 
industry for sharing music over the Internet is 
off the hook after her mother agreed Tuesday 
to pay $2,000 to settle the lawsuit. 

The hurried settlement involving Brianna 
LaHara, a New York honors student, was the 
first announced one day after the Recording 
Industry Association of America filed 261 
such lawsuits across the country. 


Even before the settlement was announced, 
Brianna was emerging as an example of what 
critics said was overzealous enforcement by 
the powerful music industry. 

The family lives in a city housing proj- 
ect, and they said they mistakenly believed 
they were entitled to download music over 
the Internet because they had paid $29.99 
for software that gives them access to online 
file-sharing services, ted bridis (ap)

Judge rules use of airliners 
as weapons was ‘foreseeable’ 

NEW YORK I Opening the door to scores of 
Sept. 11 lawsuits against the aviation industry, 
a judge concluded Tuesday that the hijack- 
ing and crashing of a jetliner was a “fore- 
seeable risk.” 

U.S. District Judge Alvin Hellerstein said 
negligent security screening might have con- 
tributed to the deaths of 3,000 people in the 
attacks on Sept. 11, 2001. 

“The aviation defendants controlled who 
came onto the planes and what was carried 
aboard. They had the obligation to take rea- 
sonable care in screening,” he wrote. 

The decision involved about 70 people 
injured or killed in the attacks. 

The defendants — American and United 
Airlines, the Boeing Co. and the Port 
Authority of New York and New Jersey — had 
sought dismissal of the lawsuits, saying they 
had no duty to anticipate and guard against 
deliberate, suicidal aircraft crashes. 

Hellerstein said that while terrorists had 
never deliberately flown airplanes into build- 
ings, “airlines reasonably could foresee that 
crashes causing death and destruction on the 
ground were a hazard that would arise should 
hijackers take control of a plane.” 

Courts were preparing for a possible rush 
of lawsuits this week as people choose liti- 
gation over the federal victims compensa- 
tion fund. To receive a payout from the fund, 
families must agree not to sue airlines or 
other entities, larry neumeister (ap)

Federal investigators 
say travel is safer, but 
more needs to be done 

WASHINGTON | Tens of thousands of 
federal airport screeners. Bulletproof 
cockpit doors. Closer scrutiny of ships 
and cargo. 

There have been many improve- 
ments to transportation security 
since the Sept. 11 terrorist attacks 
but gaps remain, lawmakers said 
Tuesday. They cited security loop- 
holes at the nation’s ports and the 
threat that a shoulder-fired missile 
could hit an airliner. 

Two months after the 
2001 attacks, Congress creat- 
ed the Transportation Security 
Administration to protect aviation, 
shipping and transit, and gave it doz- 
ens of deadlines to meet. 

Many of those deadlines were 
met, including hiring passenger and 
baggage screeners, checking all bags 
for explosives and requiring back- 
ground checks for airport workers. 

But Peter Guerrero, director of 
physical infrastructure issues for 
the General Accounting Office, said 
much more needs to be done. 

Guerrero, whose agency is the 
investigative arm for Congress, tes-

tffied that it could cost hundreds of 
billions of dollars to secure the coun- 
try’s transportation network, which 
includes 3.9 million miles of roads, 
600,000 bridges, 361 ports and more 
than 5,000 public-use airports. 


Guerrero said more money is 
needed to protect the transporta- 
tion system, and federal agencies 
need to better coordinate their 
efforts to eliminate duplication.

Boston Church 
Settles for $85M 


Payout will go to 
alleged victims of 
sexual abuse scandal 

BOSTON I The Boston Archdiocese 
agreed Tuesday to pay $ 85 million to 
552 people who claim sexual abuse 
by Roman Catholic priests devas- 
tated their lives, giving victims rec- 
ognition of their pain and the U.S. 
church a chance to move forward 
from its worst scandal ever. 

The deal is the largest publicly 
disclosed payout by a U.S. diocese 
to settle molestation charges. 

Finalized after months of nego- 
tiations, the pact came with a new 
pledge from the church to prevent 
abuse in the future and a sense from 
victims that the burden of their 
anguish has been lightened. 

“This piece of paper means one 


thing to me and many men I repre- 
sent here today. From this day for- 
ward I am not an alleged victim of 
clergy abuse. I am recognized. I’m 
a survivor,” said Gary Bergeron, 
who sued for molestation by the 
late Rev. Joseph 
Birmingham. 

Victims will 
receive awards rang- 
ing from $80,000 to 
$300,000. Award 
amounts will be 
decided by a medi- 
ator, based on the type of molesta- 
tion, the duration of the abuse, and 
the injury suffered. 

“It’s a good day for the archdi- 
ocese,” said the Rev. Christopher 
Coyne, a church spokesman. “We 
haven’t had too many over the last 
couple of years, but this is one.”

Democrats Clash 
Again in Debate 

BALTIMORE | Democratic presiden- 
tial hopefuls squared off Tuesday 
night in their second debate, held 
on the campus of Morgan State 
University and broadcast on Fox 
News Channel. 

The 90-minute session was 
the first debate sponsored by the 
Congressional Black Caucus and 
the first conducted on the campus 
of a historically black university, 
organizers said. 

They hoped to draw attention 
to concerns of the black commu- 
nity, including economic woes and 
racial parity. 


Last week’s debate in New 
Mexico was geared toward 
Hispanic issues, with the candi- 
dates fielding and answering some 
questions in Spanish. 

Former Vermont Gov. Howard

Joe Keman takes state 
reins after Gov.

INDIANAPOLIS | Indiana’s lieuten- 
ant governor assumed the duties 
of acting governor as Gov.

Barnes & Noble 
Drops E-Books 

NEW YORK I Barnes & Noble.com, 
once an aggressive competitor in the 
electronic market, stopped selling e- 
books Tuesday, citing both limited 
sales and limited technology. 

In an e-mail sent to custom- 
ers, Barnes & Noble.com said that 
those who purchased an e-book 
in the Adobe format have 90 days 
from the date of purchase to com- 
plete their download. 

Demand for e-books has been 
growing quickly, but remains rela- 
tively tiny. According to the Open 
eBook Forum, a trade organization, 
e-book sales totaled about $5 mil- 
lion in the first half of 2003, com- 
pared to $3.8 million in the first half 
of 2002.

Districts Renewed 


Third special session 
called as wayward 
Democrats return 

AUSTIN, TEXAS | Republican Gov. 
Rick Perry on Tuesday called a third 
special session of the legislature to 
take up a congressional redistricting 
plan that has twice been thwarted by 
walkouts by the Democrats. 

Perry said the session would 
begin on Monday. 

During two previous GOP 
attempts to redraw Texas’s con- 
gressional districts, Democratic 
lawmakers fled the state, depriv- 
ing the Republicans of the quorum 
needed to conduct business. 

The governor’s announcement 
came after 10 Senate Democrats 
who have been in New Mexico boy- 
cotting the legislature announced 
they would return to Texas for an 
expected third special session. 


Eleven Democrats in all slipped 
across state lines July 28 and stayed 
away for about six weeks to block a 
vote on redistricting. But one of the 
11, Sen. John Whitmire of Houston, 
defected last week and said he would 
attend another special session. 

That left the remaining Dem- 
ocrats without the 
numbers to block a 
quorum. 

Twenty- one of 
the Senate’s 31 
members must be 
present for business 
to be conducted. 

The senators who remained out 
of state said they would attend a 
federal court hearing in Laredo on 
Thursday in the lawsuit they filed. 
The court case alleges Republican 
legislative leaders have violated 
the Voting Rights Act and the 
Democrats’ rights to political free

Members weigh how

WASHINGTON | Despite widespread 
speculation that the Sept. 11 ter- 
rorists had targeted the Capitol, 
Congress is still arguing over how 
to quickly repopulate the House of 
Representatives if an attack kills 


most of the nation’s lawmakers. 

The Constitution allows state gov- 
ernors to quickly appoint new sen- 
ators if something happens to the 
Senate, but does not specify how 
to reconstitute the House beyond 
holding special elections. 

That could leave the House partly 
empty for weeks during a national 
crisis, a House member told a 
Senate Judiciary subcommittee. 


Rep. Brian Baird (D-Wash.) has 
called for a constitutional amend- 
ment allowing governors to make 
emergency interim appointments if 
25 percent of the House is killed or 
incapacitated. The legislation died 
last year without going to a vote. 

Other legislators want a bill 
allowing the House speaker to call an 
election should more than 100 seats 
end up vacant, jesse j. Holland (ap) 


MONTGOMERY, ALA. | Alabamians 
turned out in large numbers Tuesday 
to vote on a $1.2 billion tax increase 
— the largest in state history — 
which backers said was needed to 
erase a budget deficit and ease the 
tax burden on the poor. 

Secretary of State Nancy Worley 
predicted 45 percent to 50 percent 


of Alabama’s 2.4 million registered 
voters would participate. 

The proposed tax package would 
be phased in over four years. It would 
erase a $675 million budget short- 
fall, reduce income taxes on the poor,

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Israel Hit by Two Bombings 


At least 14 Israelis 
dead in attaeks; no 
claims of responsibility 

RISHON LETZION, ISRAEL I Apair of 
Palestinian suicide bombings — one 
at a bus stop crowded with soldiers 
near Tel Aviv, the second five hours 
later at a popular Jerusalem night- 
spot — killed at least 14 Israelis and 
wounded dozens as the region grap- 
pled with a new wave of violence. 

There were no claims of respon- 
sibility, but the Islamic militant 
group Hamas, which has carried 
out most of the roughly 100 suicide 
bombings against Israelis over the 
last three years, had been expected 
to avenge Israel’s attempt on the life 
of its spiritual leader Saturday.

Unrest and large-scale refugee 
flows have plagued Liberia’s coun- 


tryside despite an Aug. 18 peace deal 
between the government and rebels. 
The deployment to the countryside, 
delayed for several days, marked the 
peace force’s first major push out- 
side the capital since they arrived 
more than a month ago. 

A power- sharing government is 
to be installed Oct. 14, leading to 
elections in 2005. (ap)

Car Bomb Shatters Quiet in N. Iraq 


UNITED NATIONS I TheU.N. Security 
Council delayed a vote to lift sanc- 
tions against Libya until Friday, 
after France threatened a veto to 
gain greater compensation for the 
relatives of people killed in a French 
airline bombing. 

The council on Tuesday agreed 
to give the French a final chance to 
win a settlement with Libya similar 
to that for families of victims of the 
Lockerbie air disaster. 

The United States and Britain 
have pressed for a vote since Aug. 15, 
when Libya agreed to a $2.7 billion 
compensation deal for families of 
the 270 Lockerbie bombing victims 
and acknowledged responsibility for 
the attack. The French government 
settled with Libya in 1999 for just 
$33 million to be shared by fami- 
lies of the 170 people killed in the 
bombing of a UTA flight over Niger 
in 1989.

IRBIL, IRAQ I A car bomb exploded 
outside an office used by U.S. sol- 
diers in northern Iraq late Tuesday, 
killing one Iraqi and wounding six 
Americans, the U.S. military said. 
Another 41 Iraqis were injured. 

The wounded included chil- 
dren from nearby houses and Iraqi 
Kurdish guards. Firefighters battled 
to put out car fires at the scene of 
the blast in Irbil, the largest city in 
Kurdish- controlled northern Iraq, 
which is about 200 miles north of 
Baghdad. Northern Iraq has been 
the most stable part of the coun- 


try since the ouster of Saddam 
Hussein. 

Staff Sgt. Shane Slaughter, U.S. 
military spokesman in Baghdad, 
said that the six injured Americans 
were Department of Defense per- 
sonnel. He did not say if they were 
military or civilian. 

He said that the military was 
investigating the bombing, which 
occurred at 10:05 p.m. There were 
no claims of responsibility. 

U.S. soldiers flew to the site by 
helicopter and cordoned off the area 
together with local Iraqi Kurdish 
fighters, reported CNN-Turk, a sub- 
sidiary of U.S.-based CNN. (ap)

Leni Riefenstahl, who 
made four films for 
Hitler, dead at 101 

BERLIN I Leni Riefenstahl, the 
legendary filmmaker reviled and 
revered for movies she made about 
Adolf Hitler and his Third Reich, 
died Tuesday. She was 101. 

Riefenstahl died Monday night 
at her home in the Bavarian lake- 
side village where she had lived for 
20 years, the kind of idyllic setting 
that reflected the well-groomed aes- 
thetic of her films. 

She made four films for Hitler, 
the best known of which were 
“Triumph of the Will,” her mas- 
terwork recording the Nazi’s 1934 
rally at Nuremberg, and “Olympia,” 
a meditation on muscle and move- 
ment at the 1936 Berlin Olympic 
games. Both films accented her 
artistry but, more troubling to her 
critics, presented the Nazis to the 
world as peaceful and tolerant.

Metro Security, Two Years After 9/11 


WAS H I N GTO N I Metro has spent mil- 
lions shoring up its defenses in the 
two years since the terrorist strikes 
against the World Trade Center and 
the Pentagon, but more remains to 
be done to protect against an ever- 
evolving threat. 

That’s the assessment of Metro 
Transit Police Chief Polly Flanson. 
“There’s been much done and there’s 
much to do,” she said. 

Although the transit agency 
began focusing on terrorism in 
1995, after the release of sarin gas 
in the Tokyo subway, the events of 
Sept. 11, 2001 — and an infusion of 
almost $50 million in federal funds 
— prompted Metro to do “all sorts of 


things we had wanted to do before,” 
Hanson said. 

But challenges remain. Hanson 
said technology and infrastructure 
upgrades are needed at Metro’s 
backup operations control center. 
The center is operational, she said, 
but leaves the system “somewhat 
limited.” She declined to elaborate 
on its current capabilities. 

Hanson said Metro needs to 
work with the federal government to 
synchronize the approach to decon- 
tamination and address the capac- 
ity challenges the system would face 
if commuters who now drive sud- 
denly had to depend on the Metro.

Economists worry 
Bush’s $87B request, 
deficit to slow economy 

WASHINGTON I President Bush’s 
request for $ 87 billion in new spend- 
ing for Iraq and Afghanistan will 
worsen already gloomy forecasts 
for the budget deficit — sending it 
above the half- trillion- dollar mark 
next year — and could ultimately 
translate into weaker economic 
growth in the United States. 

That is the assessment of private 
economists who believe the surg- 
ing federal deficits, while helping 
to boost a lagging economic recov- 
ery this year and next, will mean 
trouble down the road in the form 


of rising interest rates and higher 
inflation. The request will cover 
just the 2004 budget year, which 
begins Oct. 1. 

Bush administration officials, 
briefing reporters on the details 
of the president’s plan, rejected 
this bleak scenario. They said the 
additional $87 billion that Bush is 
seeking for military operations and 
reconstruction will not prevent the 
administration from achieving its 
goal of cutting the budget deficit in 
half over the next five years. 

But these officials, who spoke 
on condition of anonymity, con- 
ceded the request will add from 
$50 billion to $60 billion to next 
year’s deficit, which the adminis- 
tration projected in July would hit 


a record $475 billion. 

Given that officials said they 
would not seek any offsetting spend- 
ing reductions in other areas, that 
would mean a deficit next year of 
$525 billion to $535 billion, using 
the administration’s projections.

NEW YORK I Health care premi- 
ums for families in employer- 
sponsored plans soared 13.9 percent 
in 2003, the third year of double- 
digit growth and the biggest spike 
since 1990, a new study found. 

Annual family premiums 
increased to $9,068 this spring, 
according to a survey of 2,808 
companies by two health research 
organizations, the Kaiser Family 
Foundation and the Health 
Research and Educational Trust. 

The portion of the premium paid 
by an employee for family cover- 
age grew 12.9 percent to $201 a 


month, or $2,412 annually, while 
the amount a single employee 
paid for a policy rose 7.6 percent 
to about $42 a month, or $508 a 
year. Employers paid the remain- 
der of the $3,383 premium for a 
single coverage. 

Experts said they were not sur- 
prised because employees have 
shunned the restrictive policies of 
managed care but still demanded the

PERSONALITY | James Caan has 
never shied away from taking 
chances as an actor. His career 
and his personal life — which suf- 
fered from both the loss of his sis- 
ter Barbara to leukemia in 1981 and 
Caan’s years of substance abuse — 
have had their highs and lows, but 
what’s clear is that Caan is a fighter 
and a survivor.

The fighters are beautifully 
crafted — they move smoothly 
and appear realistic — and the 
venue backgrounds are spectacu- 
lar.

Where Knights Say ‘NI!’ 


Python fans seek the 
Holy Grail at Doune 
Castle in Scotland 

T 0 U R I S M I Strange things happen to 
many a traveler while roaming the 
dark passages of Scotland’s Doune 
Castle. They are overcome with an 
irresistible urge to say silly things 
like “Bring out your dead! ” and “We 
are the knights who say NI! ” 

The 14th-century castle was the 
location for much of the filming of 
the 1974 classic “Monty Python 
and the Holy Grail,” considered by 
devotees one of the funniest films 
ever made. 

Doune Castle has become 
something of a shrine for Monty 
Python fans. Castle manager 
George McWilliam recalls a group 
of Americans who came last year 
to re-enact much of the movie and 
shoot it as a home video. They used 
a toy cow — the type you might find 
in a baby’s crib — as a stand-in for 
the full-sized cow hurled over 
the battlements by King Arthur’s 
French taunters. 

McWilliam is a good sport, 
even a co- conspirator. “We had 
about 23,000 visitors last year,” 
said McWilliam. “I reckon 30 per- 
cent come because of the Python 
thing.” He provides visitors with 
coconuts so they can wander around 
the grounds making the “clop-clop” 
sounds made by the horseless King 
Arthur and his sidekick, Patsy. 

Doune Castle is not a silly place. 
It is a national treasure, dripping

with six centuries of history and 
considered the best-preserved 
medieval castle in Scotland. 

Fans of the movie started com- 
ing to Doune Castle after reading 
the script book, which disclosed the 
film locations. Release of the spe- 
cial edition DVD two years ago has 
spurred even more visitors, as one 
of the bonuses is a documentary 
in which Michael Palin and Terry 
Jones revisit the filming sites. 

McWilliam likes to think that 
Python fans learn a lot about 
Scotland and its history during their 
visits to the medieval edifice. 

“I’ve seen about 60,000 people in 
the past few years,” says McWilliam. 
“Comments made as I chat with 
them tell me they are surprised at 
the number of rooms intact, the fact 
that it is over 600 years old, and a 
lot mention the peaceful, relaxing 
atmosphere.” 

Still, he is always ready to hand 
out the coconuts. But you might 
want to first give him a shrub- 
bery.

SAFETY I Can it really be that 80 
percent of the buyers of the Honda 
CR-V and Cadillac Escalade sport 
utility vehicles live in wintry cli- 
mates and/or drive off-road? 

You might be tempted to think 
so. After all, 80 percent of the CR- 
Vs and Escalades purchased by 
consumers last year had four- or 
all -wheel drive, according to auto- 
maker sales figures. 

But auto analysts said the real 
reasons record numbers of consum- 
ers — including residents of such 
sunny locales as Southern California 
and Florida — are winding up in 
vehicles where power can go to all 
four wheels often has little to do 
with winter weather and off-road 
adventures.

In the 2004 model year, con- 
sumers will find more than 80 cars, 
SUVs and vans available with four- 
or all-wheel drive. This is up from 
just over 30 offered with four- and 
all-wheel drive 10 years ago, in the 
1994 model year. 

Many of the newest models are 
SUVs and crossovers. And they 
naturally are offered with four- 


wheel power. For example, Nissan 
sold just one four-wheel- drive SUV 
10 years ago, the Pathfinder. In the 
2004 model year, Nissan offers 
four non-truck vehicles with four- 
wheel power — Pathfinder, Xterra, 
Murano and Pathfinder Armada. 

All these also are offered in two- 
wheel drive versions. But this isn’t 
the case in some other 2004s. 

The Honda Pilot and Volkswagen 
Touareg, for example, are being 
sold only with four-wheel drive. 
Even low-priced compact cars such 
as the Suzuki Aerio SX and Toyota 


Matrix can be had with all -wheel 
power today. 

The push to include four-wheel 
power is even keener in the US. lux- 
ury market, where some automo- 
tive executives say all-wheel drive is 
becoming a must-have feature. 

But some question the need 
for four-wheel power for many 
consumers, pointing out that 
American drivers have traveled 


in vehicles with two -wheel drive 
for decades. 

“There are a couple truisms 
here,” said George Peterson, pres- 
ident of automotive research firm 
AutoPacific Inc. in Tustin, Calif. 
“One is that all-wheel drive allows 
you to go better, but it doesn’t stop 
you better. The other truism is it can 
let you get 4 more feet off the road 
before you get stuck.” an n job (ap)

I have a 2000 Chevrolet Malibu 
with only 15,000 miles on it. I took 
it to the dealer to investigate a 
pulsing in the ABS brakes. The 
dealer said I needed new rotors, 
as the old ones are too rusted and 
pitted to machine them. Does this 
sound normal? 

You bet it’s normal on a Malibu. 
Talk to your dealer. Chevrolet has 
had an enormous problem with 
Malibu rotors. 

A few weeks ago my car got egged 
by a bunch of punk kids, and 
they targeted the interior (2000 
Wrangler with the top down). Now 
there’s a horrible odor coming from 
the vents. What should I do? 

Start by calling your insurance 
company. This should be covered 
under the comprehensive portion 
of your policy. I suggest this because 
this is going to be very expensive — 
as in removing the dash and disas- 
sembling components. After that it 
will still need a thorough detailing 
and odor elimination process.

It’s Called What? 


The Touareg is far 
easier to drive than 
it is to pronounce 

ROAD TEST | The Volkswagen 
Touareg sure draws attention. 

And why not? It’s VW’s first 
brand new model since the New 
Beetle debuted in 1998. It’s also 
VW’s first sport utility vehicle. 

During a recent road test, folks 
hovered around the Touareg in 
parking lots. They raced down high- 
ways to get a better look. Drivers 
also lingered alongside this SUV 
in city traffic. 

If they had a chance, they always 
asked how to pronounce the name. 
It’s Tour-reg. 

Funny, but no one asked what 
the name means. For the record, 
Touareg is a nomadic tribe from 
the Sahara Desert. 

Manufacturer’s suggested retail 
price, including destination charge, 
starts at $35,515 for a Touareg V6 
with permanent four-wheel drive. 
A V8 Touareg starts at $41,315. 

Inside, there’s so much wood 
and silver- colored trim, standard 
features like a sunroof and power 
amenities like automatic, dual-zone 
climate control that even a base 
Touareg hardly seems plebeian. 

Best of all for folks moving from 
sedans to SUVs or looking to leave 
their truck-based SUVs for some- 
thing more car-like, the Touareg 


rides like a touring sedan on pave- 
ment while providing rugged off- 
road capability. 

This is one of those rare SUVs 
where drivers can enjoy roads with 
a lot of curves, as the test Touareg 
stuck to the pavement and snaked 
through back country roads with 
zest and composure. The Touareg 
uses the same chassis that’s in the 
more expensive Porsche Cayenne, 
and there’s a noticeable firmness 
to the ride. 

The 3.2 -liter, double overhead 
cam V6 offers up 220 horsepower 
and 225 foot-pounds of torque at 
3,200 rpm. This was ample in city 
driving. But when loaded with pas- 
sengers and some cargo and head- 
ed for the mountains, the Touareg 
did better with the uplevel, 4.2 -liter, 
double overhead cam V8.

Note that both engines require 
premium unleaded gasoline, and 
the Touareg weighs a hefty, 5,000 - 
plus pounds.

Drivers don’t need to shift into 
four-wheel drive in the Touareg. 
It’s always on, delivering half the 
power to the front axle and half 
to the back in normal conditions, 
and automatically can switch power 
between axles when needed. 

But there is a safety recall 
already. In July, 623 Touaregs were 
recalled because the wiring harness 
for the tire pressure monitoring 
system could have been improp- 
erly routed. This could make the 
system inoperable and a resulting 
short- to -ground condition might 
cause afire, ann m. job (ap)
